The American economy seems to hav e some of the 
characteristics of a mule — once it makes up its mind, 
nothing can change it. Despite warnings and a number 
of gov ernment actions, our economy continues to ex pand 
at a rate faster than is good for it. 
Thus, the v alue of the dollar continues to decline and 
the strength of our monetary sy stem is weakened. The worker 
v \;ho receiv ed a lO-cent-an-hoiir increase in pay last y ear 
probably has less, in reality , today than he did before 
the pay hike. 
The other day we were talking to a f e 11 o w who had 
reeently looked at some other pay records from about the 
turn of the last century and shortly thereafter. The records 
showed the rate for carpenters to be 10 cents an hour- 


★ 
Now. of course, we hav e come a long way in all respects 
since then and we do not suggest that things were better 
id the past than they are in the present. But any one who 
thinks things do not change must be wearing blinders. 
. 
Due to adv ances in the economy , the Federal Reserv e 
Board has taken two new steps. It has increased by U 
per cent its discount rate and increased banks’ reserv e 
rcc|uirements. The objectiv e is to restrain the economy . 
Interest rates hav e already climbed to record higlis 
as the economy continues to mov e upward. The new' mov e 
by the reserv e Ix iard will push rates still higher, thus making 
it more difficult to borrow’ money or obtain credit. 
Further, there will be less money for the banks to loan 
since they will hav e to carry in reserv e a larger percentage 
of deposits than before. This could be an ev en more restric­ 
tiv e step than the higher rates. 


★ 
We hav e begun to wonder if there is any point at 
which borrowers might decline to borrow as a result of 
interest rates. So long as they can get the money , they 
seem willing to pay almost any price for it. 
But if thev can’t get the m o n e y , then they will not 
borrow. This ‘is ex actly what is now going to happen to 
a lot of people and a lot of businesses. The Wall Street 
J ournal reports that many eastern lending institutions will 
now be turning down customers they hav e wooed for y ears. 
There is no doubt that these actions by the Federal 
Reserv e will hav e a dampening effect but it is still impossible 
to guess what the ultimate outcome will be. The action 
will not hav e a really profound effect on consumers, for 
instance.

Those who want to borrow for hard goods such as autos, 
refrigerators and other appliances aré not likely to ex perience 
too much difficulty . Auto buy ing may get a little tougher 
but the main thing here may be simply a little higher 
credit cost. 


★ 
It is in the area of industrial ex pansion and speculativ e 
inv estments that the pinch will be felt the hardest. And 
it takes time for a pinch here to be felt throughout the 
economy . 
Ultimately , that pinch gets back to the man working on 
the job and the salary he gets but ev en then it is not totally 
restrictiv e. Production cutbacks or a production stalemate 
cool the economy in one way but heat it up in another. 
: 
While limiting employ ment opportunity and growth, such 
action makes goods more scarce and tends to increase 
prices. The increase in prices is the fundamental cause 
of inflation.

Many 
economists 
ev en 
argue 
that 
interest 
rates 
themselv es are a contribution to inflation when they go 
up. Certainly , such an increase makes things cost more. 
Thus 
we can only wonder what this latest action by 
the reserv e board will produce. There can be little question 
that inflation has to be curtailed, and rather quickly , if 
we are not to risk a possibly fatal blow to our economy .

JAMES RESIGN 


Nixon Administration's Veiled Announcement 


Implies Withdrawal Of Troops From Vietnam 


NEW YORK — When the 
N i x o n administration an­ 
nounces in the middle of the 
enemy offensiv e in Vietnam 
that it is cutting back on its 
B-52 bombings which hav e 
been fundamental to 
Gen. 
Abrams’ strategy , it is clear 
that something important is 
going on —- though it is not 
clear precisely wiial. 
The official ex planation is 
that 
t h e 
admiiiislration 
wants to cut defense costs, 
and siiKC ev ery B-52 raid 
costs about $50,000, there is 
something to the argument 
— but not rniieh. 
Also, the small reduction 
in the B-52 bombing raids on 
the enemy is not a v ery im­ 
portant military decision, for 
it 
merely 
means 
cutting 
dowm the raids from L8(K) to 
L6(K) a month, which is still 


fantastically more than the 
number of B-52 raids a y ear 
ago. 
The significance of the cut­ 
back is 
not 
military 
but 
political. Gov ernments don’t 
u.sually

reasons. What the Nix on ad­ 
ministration is doing by this 
B-52 
announcement 
is 
to 
send a 
political 
message 
both to the enemy officials in 
Hanoi and the allied officials 
in Saigon. 
Gov ernments hav e to act 
in my sterious way s, so that 
they can switch if they get 
the 
wrong 
response, 
but 
there is reason for say ing 
that the Nix on administra­ 
tion was say ing to Hanoi: 
“ We are serious about cut­ 
ting down the v iolence, and 
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negotiating a cease-fire de­ 
spite y our offensiv e.” And 
it was 
say ing to Saigon: 
“ The new administration in 
Washington has put a limit 
on 
how 
much 
we

sacrifice and how long we 
will stay in Vietnam, and 
y ou must get ready to reach 
an accommodation with the 
enemy and stand on y our 
own thereafter w i t h o u t 
counting 
on 
the 
United 
States.” 
Obv iously , Nix on 
cannot 
sav this 
publicly . 
He 
is 
caught in the old dilemmas 
of international diplomacy 
and national politics. He can 
only imply his intentions and 
reserv e his right to change if 
the enemy misreads or re­ 
jects his signals. But unless 
all the normal sources of 
dependable information are 
unreliable, which has hap­ 
pened before, the President 
has made a 
fundamental 
decision and is try ing by 
v a g u e announcements to 
make that decision clear to 
the allied and enemy of­ 
ficials.
